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Introduction 

Shortly before the recent war the late P. N. Chasen, then 
I Director of the Rallies Museum, arranged for the permanent 
| transfer of the bird and mammal type specimens in the Museum 
*5 collection to the British Museum of Natural History, in London. 
J It was felt that they would be safer there than in a tropical 
\ climate, and available to a greater number of interested persons. 
Unfortunately no catalogue appears to have been made of the 
specimens cbncerned. * ' 

The specimens had not left Singapore when war broke out 
3 in Europe in September, 1939. In view of the risk of loss at sea 
™ through enemy action the project of moving them was then 
abandoned temporarily. When the Japanese attacked Malaya in 
December, 1941, the majority were taken to the herbarium at the 
Botanic Gardens, as the Museum’s proximity to the military 
headquarters on Fort Canning made it a likely target. The 
specimens remained in the Botanic Gardens until after the 
capitulation of the British troops early in 1942. Dr. E. J. H. 
Corner, of the Gardens Department, then returned all that he 
could find to the Raffles -Museum, where they stayed throughout 
the Japanese occupation of Malaya.

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In May, 19-1(5, the Director of the British Museum submitted 
a list, drawn up in London, of the types that were thought to 
be in Singapore. Subsequent investigations have modified it 
slightly. In its revised form it includes 103 birds and 113 
mammals. A thorough search was made for these in the 
collections of the ItalHes Museum in March, April and May of 
19-17, in consequence of which the types of 71 birds and 99 
mammals were found to be here. In June of 19*17 these were 
sent to London, in accordance with the original agreement. 

No trace could be found in Singapore of the type specimens 
of the remaining 32 birds and 14 mammals.- Enquiries were 
sent in April to the Museums of Leiden, Amsterdam, Buitcnzorg 
and Kuching, and they do not appear to be in any of these 
collections. As far jis is known no types were taken away from 
Singapore during the Japanese occupation of the colony. It is 
possible that a few are actually safe in unexpected collections. 
Where this is not so, they must haVe been lost during the moves 
to and from the Botanic Gardens in 1942, or have been amongst 
the material which disappeared when Chasen’s house was looted, 
five days before the fall of Singapore. In either of the latter 
cases they must be considered lost for all time. To announce 
this possibility, and to ascertain that they are not in other 
museums, a list of the bird types believed to be missing has been 
published in the /bis (January, 1948, pp. 145-147), and one ot 
lhe mammals in the Journal of Mammalogy (February, 1948, 
pp. (>(>—67). 

The following catalogue covers the types of the 103 birds 
and 113 mammals on the revised version of the British Museum 
list. To it has been added two more birds, of which the specimens 
were found in June 1947, but for which we could not then trace 
the descriptions. The birds and mammals are treated separately. 
In each case they are further divided into two sections; the first 
containing those of which the types are now in the British 
Museum, and the second those of which the types were assumed 
in 1947 to have been lost in Singapore. It would noW seem 
probable that seven of the bird types were not in Malaya in 1941, 
but they have been left in position here to provide direct 
comparison with the earlier list published in the Ibis (vide supra ). 

As far as possible a brief summary has been given in each 
instance of the material likely to be of value still remaining in 
the collection of the Rattles Museum. Unfortunately the authors 
concerned seldom marked their paratypes in any distinctive 
manner. Where they did do so, or in the more numerous cases 
where it is certain from a comparison of the material in the 
collection with the description that the specimens remaining here

are paratypes, they are listed as such. Where there is any doubt, 
they are merely given as topotypes: or as specimens known to 
have been collected prior to the publication of the description, 
and thus probably available to the author when composing it. 
In a tew cases, specimens obviously taken after publication have 
clearly been examined by the author, and ascribed to the species 
or subspecies in question*.: in most cases these are also mentioned 
m the summary.

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BIRDS—1 

Type specimens transferred to the British Museum 

The following list covers the 71 birds from Malaysia, Siam 
and J ndo-China ol which the type specimens were transferred to 
the British Museum of Natural History in June, 1947, together 
with the 2 sent subsequently^ Citations of Chasen 1935 refer 
to A Handlist of Malaysian Birds (Bull. Raff. Mus., No. 11, 
December, 1935). 

Twenty-six of these specimens are only presumed to be the 
types of the birds' under which they are listed below. They were 
found in three boxes with some of the fully labelled types, but 
had only “Type”, and the date and place of capture on their labels. 
They have been identified by comparison with labelled specimens 
in the reference collection, and confirmed, as far as possible, by 
checking the field data against that given in the description. The 
types in this category are marked with an asterisk in the left-hand 
margin. 

>• In some instances these appear to have been marked by the authors 
with pink or yellow tugs, even though they failed to distinguish the 
p&ratypes in any way. 

2 * At present the Raffles Museum is retaining a further seven 
specimens, all clearly marked "TYPE” und covering subspecies ascribed 
to F. N. Chasen, for which the published descriptions have not been found. 
None of these were on the British Museum list, and it iB possible that the 
war prevented the appearance of the formal description. No manuscripts 
relating to them have been discovered, but this is not surprising as the 
greater part of Chusen’s manuscripts and notes disappeared during the 
occupation.

Treron fulvicollis oberholscri Chasen. 

Treron fulvicollis oberholscri Chasen, Bull. Raff. Mus., No. 9, 1934, 
p. 92: Bunguran Island, North Natuna Islands. 

Type: an adult male, taken on Bunguran Island, North 
Natuna Islands, on 11 September, 1928, by F. N. Chasen. Based 
on a total of five specimens from Bunguran Island, with wing 
lengths ranging from 151-155 mm. Named in honour of 
Dr. H. C. Oberholser. 

The Rallies Museum collection retains the four paratypes 
U 2, 9 2). 

Treron bicincta javana Robinson & Kloss. 

Treron bisincta (sic) javanu Robinson and Kloss, Journ. F.M.S. Mus., 
Vol. 11, 1923, p. 53: Badjoelmati, East Java. 

Type: an adult male, taken at Badjoelmati, north of 
Banjoewangi, eastern Java, on 2 February, 1920, by C. Boden 
Kloss: F.M.S. Mus. No. 5902. Based on a total of four specimens 
from eastern Java, with wing lengths of 150, 150, 150 and 158 
mm. 

The Raffles Museum collection retains the three paratypes 
({ 3), and ail adult male from Bangkok, Siam, associated with 
this race by the authors. 

Myristicivora bicolor eondorensis Kloss. 

Mijristicivoru bicolur condoremris Kloss, Journ. Nut. Hist. S'oc. Siam, 
Vol. 4, 1921, p. 191: Pulo Condore, Cochin-China. 

Type: an adult male, taken on Pulo Condore, off Cochin- 
China, on 3 November, 1920, by a native collector working for 
W. J. F. Williamson. Based on two specimens from the Island. 1 
The paratype cannot be traced. 

Macropygia ruficeps malayana Chasen & Kloss. 

Macropygia ruficeps malayana Chasen and Kloss, Bull. Rail - . Mu^ 
No. 5, 1931, p. 82: Semangko Pass, Perak-Pahang Boundary. 

Type: an adult male, taken at the Semangko Pass, altitude 
between 2,500 and 4,500 ft., on 20 February, 1908, by a native 
collector: F.M.S. Mus. No. 461/08. Based on a total of twenty 
specimens ( <5 12, 9 8) from the Malay States. 

i- Suid to be like the typical race, but maize-yellow where the latter 
is white or creamy white, except near the extremity of the outer tail 
feathers where the yellow tends to become whitish. Later Boden Klo>a 
re-examined the specimens, together with further material from the Island, 
(Kloss, 1930, pp. 79-80). He then decided thut the colouring was due to 
immaturity, and abandoned the race. A careful comparison of the type 
with forty-five specimens of the typical race in the Raffles Museum 
collection, exhibiting varying extents of staining, suggests strongly that 
the colouring was due tu grease, and the result of careless handling while 
the birds were being skinned. 
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Tins series cannot be identified with certainty, but the Rallies 
Museum Collection retains six topotypes ( i 3, § 3) and thirteen 
further specimens from Perak, Pahang, Sejangor and Negri 
SembUan (all in the Federation of Malaya). 

Macropygia ruficeps sunmtrann Robinson & Ivlcss. 

Macropyyia ruficeps sumutranue (sic) Robinson & Kloss, Journ. 
Straits Brunch Roy. Asiut. Soc., No. 80, 1910, p. 77: Ophir 
District, West Sumatra. 

Type: an adult male, taken on Gunong Talaman (alt. 4,250 
feet), Ophir district, West Sumatra, on 3 June, 1917, by E. 
Jacobson. The authors examined over seventy specimens from 
Java, Borneo, Sumatra and Malaya, but they do not say how many 
of these were taken in Sumatra. 

The paratypes were not labelled and the members of this 
series cannot now be detected with certainty. The Rallies 
Museum collection retains eight specimens from West Sumatra, 
identified by Boden Kloss and Chasen.

The Rallies Museum collection retains one puratype from 
Sipora and the specimen from Siberut. The latter is much darker 
than the Sipora bird and is only doubtfully referred to this race 
by the authors.

The Rallies Museum collection retains the two paratypes.

Otus bakltamoena mentawi Chasen & Kloss.

Sipora Island, Mentawi group, off West Sumatra. 

Type: an adult female taken on Sipora Island, in the Mentawi 
group, on 5 November, 1921, by C. Boden Kloss. Based on a 
total of five specimens (Sipora, 3 I, 9 1, juv. 1: and Siberut, 
3 1, imm. 9 1). 

The Rattles Museum collection retains the two paratypes 
from Sipora Island. There is no trace of the two specimens 
from Siberut, but it is probable that they are in the United States 
National Museum. Riley (1929, p. 12) appears to have had all 
four paratypes with him when writing his paper. 

Psittaciformes. *

Type: an adult male taken on Bunguran Island, North 
Natuna group, on 29 August 1928, by F. F. Chsisen. Based on 
a total of seventeen specimens from the Islands of Bunguran, 
Sirhassen and Subi. Named in honour of P. M. de Fontaine, 
taxidermist at the Raffles Museum from June, 1897 to December, 
1937. 

The Raffles Museum collection retains the residue of the 
series (3 9, 9 7), and a further eight specimens ( £ 5, 9 3) from 
Pulau Bintang. 

Alcediformes. 

Ceyx erithacus motleyi Chasen & Kloss. 

Ceyx erithams motleyi Chasen and Kloss, Joum. f. Ornith., 1929, 
pt. 2, p. 106: Beltotun, North Borneo. 

Type: an adult male taken at Bettotan, near Sandakan, 
North Borneo, 011 1 August, 1927, by C. Boden Kloss and F. N. 
Chasen. Based on a total of twelve specimens from North 
Borneo and Sarawak. 

The Raffles Museum collection retains two labelled paratypes 
( 3 1, ex. ad. 1), and a further three specimens ( 3 1, $ 2) from 
North Borneo. 

Halcyon cone re ta borneana Chasen & Kloss.

Type: an adult male taken at Bettotan, near Sandakan, 
North Borneo, on 4 August, 1927, by C. Boden Kloss and F. N.

The Rallies Museum collection retains the four paratypes, 
and an adult female from Lat Eua Kao, East Siam, doubtfully 
ascribed to this race.
